IPiSLAiTD:    Bread  situation  reported  well  in  hand  at  present  but 
Minister  of  Supplies  stated  that  all  deliveries  of  flour  and  bread  will 
cease  middle  of  June  if  additional  amounts  of  domestic  v/heat  not  de- 
livered by  farmers  or  supplies  from  abroad  procured.    Ration  cards 
expected  to  be  in  use  by  late  April  or  early  May. 


U1TITSD  KINGDOM:     The  Ministry  of  Pood  lowered  the  consumption  of 
canned  meat  and  canned  fish  by  increasing  their  points  values  for  the 
U-week  rationing  period  beginning  March  9»     The  points  value  of  tongue, 
brisket,  Australian  minced  meat  loaf,  and  Irish  stewed  steak  was  in- 
creased from  l6  to  2U  points  per  pound;  that  of  American  pork  sausage 
meat  from  8  to  12  points  per  pound;  that  of  American  luncheon  meat  in 
12-ounce  cans  from  12  to  20  points  per  can  (when  sold  sliced  this  meat 
remains  at  l6  points  per  pound);  that  of  canned  red  salmon,  grades  1 
and  2,  from  2^  to  32  points  per  pound;  and  that  of  sardines  from  l6  to 
2*+  points  per  pound.    The  points  value  of  canned  beans  in  gravy,  how- 
ever, was  reduced  from  k  to  2  per  pound,  that  of  dried  beans  from  2  to 
1  per  pound,  and  that  of  dried  fruit  from  8  to  6  per  pound.    The  points 
value  of  grade  3  (pink)  salmon  remains  unchanged  at  2U  points  per  pound. 
Each  consumer  will  continue  to  be  permitted  a  total  of  20  points  for 
the  new  H-week  rationing  period. 

The  Ministry  of  Pood  announced  that  the  milk  allowance  to  non- 
priority  adult  consumers  would  be  increased  effective  March  15  from  2 
pints  to  2-1/2  pints  per  week.    The  Ministry  also  announced  that  no 
further  allocations  of  American  unsweetened  condensed  milk  for  domestic 
consumers  would  be  made  this  season.

ARGENTINE  CORN  PLANTINGS 
REVISED  DOWNWARD  ... 

The  second  official  estimate  of  the  area  planted  to  corn  in 
Argentina  for  the  1941-42  crop  was  placed  at  12,355,000  acres,  a  reduc- 
tion of  only  2  percent  from  the  first  estimate  issued  in  January,  but  an 
18-percent  decrease  as  compared  with  the  area  planted  for  the  1940-41 
crop.    Prospects  for  the  new  crop  have  been  generally  good,  and  trade 
estimates  have  been  reported  as  high  as  397  million  bushels,  or  only  6 
million  bushels  less  than  the  large  1940-41  harvest. 

In  the  Province  of  Santa  Fe  good  to  excellent  returns  are  expected; 
an  average  yield  of  38  bushels  per  acre  has  been  forecast  as  against  the 
average  for  the  whole  country  in  1940-41  of  26.8  bushels.     In  Buenos 
Aires,  which  accounted  for  42  percent  of  the  previous  crop,  prospects 
were  reported  good;  and  in  Cordoba,  the  third  most  important  Province, 
they  have  been  good,  except  in  western  districts.     Some  deterioration 
occured  in  Entre  Rios  during  February,  but  conditions  were  fairly  satis- 
factory early  in  March,    Poor  prospects  were  indicated  for  the  Territory 
of  La  Pampa  alone,  which  is  fifth  in  importance  in  the  production  of  corn. 
(See  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  February  9,  1942,  for  a  discussion  of  the 
first  acreage  estimate.)

MEXICO  EXPANDS  THE  PRODUCTION 
OF  OATS  .   .  . 

The  cultivation  of  oats  in  Mexico  has  been  of  relatively  little 
significance,  but  a  market  expansion  began  in  1936;  and  with  the  seeding 
of  nearly  30,000  acres  that  year,  the  acreage  and  production  of  oats 
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were  more  than  tripled.    As  a  result  of  unfavorable  weather,  the  1937 
area  was  somewhat  reduced  and  the  greater  part  of  the  crop  lost.  In- 
creases since  then,  however,  Drought  the  acreage  to  nearly  87,000  acres 
in  1940,  and  production  exceeded  1.1  million  bushels  I    The  expansion  has 
resulted,  it  is  reported,  from  the  increased  demand  for .oats  for 
utilization  as  human  food  rather  than  for  livestock  feeding.

Nearly  89  percent  of  the  total  acreage  devoted  to  oats  in  Mexico 
is  in  Chinuahua,  tut  becausee  of  low  yields  only  about  86  percent  of  the 
crop  is  produced,  in  tnat  State.     The  State  of  Sonora,  on  the  other  hand, 
obtains  the  ■aighest  yields  per  acre,  producing  nearly  25,000  bushels 
from  slightly  more  than  500  acres.     Durango ,  with  an  average  area  of 
about  2,000  acres,  harvests  only  23,000  busnels,  but  is  the  third  largest 
producer .  ...... 

Two  crops  are  harvested,  each  year,  one  in  May-June,  the  other 
from  September  to  November.     The  former,  however,  is  insignificant, 
-'any  varieties  of  oats  are  grown,  among  which  are  Silvermine  ,'  Victory , 
Sixty  day  and  Cole,    a  considerable  part  of  the  total  production  does  not 
enter  commercial  trade  but  is  used  for  seed  or  feed  on  the- farm.-  The 
principal  commercial  use  of  the  grain  is  said  to  be  for  the  manufacture 
of  rolled  oats,  which  -,ave  become  a  popular  food  in  the-  country. 

Altnougn  imports  of  oats  into  Mexico  were  relatively  large  in  1938, 
following  the  short  crop  of  1937,  they  have  generally  been  considerably 
reduced  from  the  levels  of  1931  and  1932.     -'ost  of  the  oats  imported 
oi iginate  in  the  United  States,  and  the  small  exports  recently  reported 
resulted  from  the  nigher  prices  prevailing  in  United  States  markets.

COTTON  MILL  ACTIVITY  IN  CANADA 
MAINTAINED  AT  CAPACITY  .  ■.  . 

Consumption  of  cotton  for  all  purposes  in  Canada  during  January 
1942  is  estimated  at  46,512  "bales  (of  500  pounds  gross),  a  near-record 
monthly  figure.    Output  has  about  reached  the  limits  of  current  mill 
capacity,  and  the  shortage  of  skilled  labor  will  permit  little,  if  any, 
further  expansion  in  mill  operations  or  equipment  during  1942, 

Stocks  of  cotton  in  Canada  are  reported  to  be  sufficient  for  4 
to  6  months*  mill  requirements,  although  exact  figures  are  not  available. 
The  lull  in  current  purchases  in  the  United  States  and  Brazil  is  attri- 
buted to  a  lack  of  additional  storage  space  in  Canada  and  a  belief  that 
some  sort  of  price  agreement  may  soon  be  signed  by  the  United  States, 
Brizil,  and  Canada.    New  purchases  of' Peruvian  cotton,  although  small, 
have  shown  a  marked  increase  in  recent  weeks. 

Prices  of  American  cotton  have  been  relatively  stable  for  the 
past  few  months  under  the  United  States  subsidy  program,  except  for  an 
increase  of  1  cent  per  pound  after  the  export  subsidy  was  reduced  to  2*5 
cents  on  January  23  and  to  2  cents  on  February  13.     The  price  of  American 
White  Middling  15/l6  inch  landed  at  Montreal  averaged  around  12.68  cents 
in  February  exclusive  of  the  10-percent  war  exchange  tax  and  the  11-per- 
cent exchange  premium.    Prices  for  South  Brazilian  1-inch  cotton  during 
the  week  ended  February  27  ranged  from  10.70  cents  for  Low  Middling  to 
11.70  cents  for  Middling  and  12.50  cents  for  Good  Middling.  Peruvian 
Tanguis  was  quoted  at  16.30  to  16.75  cents,  based  on  323.00  per  metric 
ton  for  ocean  freight  and  53  points  for  rail  freight. 

A  program  for  the  substitution  of  cotton  bags  for  burlap  was 
proposed  recently  by  a  member  of  the  Wartime  Prices  and  Trade  Board* 
Reference  was  made  to  an  announcement  by  the  United  States  Defense  Sup- 
plies Corporation  early  in  February  that  it  would  buy  200,000,000  yards 
of  osnaburg  (a  stout,  coarse,  cotton  fabric)  as  a  stimulant  for  the  pro- 
duction of  this  material  to  be  used  in  place  of  burlap  for  bags.  The 
use  of  jute  and  burlap  in  Canada  has  already  been  made  subject  to 
restrictions  similar  to  those  imposed  in  the  United  States. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  substitution  of  the  higher  cost  cotton 
material  could  be  more  easily  accomplished  if  the  Government  would  reduce 
or  eliminate  the  duty  and  war  exchange  tax  on  the  importation  of  cotton 
bags  or  raw  material  necessary  for  their  manufacture.    A  resolution  re- 
questing these  changes  was  adopted  by  the  Canadian  Horticultural  Council. 
Canada's  annual  requirements  of  burlap  for  all  purposes  amounted  to  about 
125,000,000  yards  before  the  restrictions  were  instituted.

Approximately  39.7  million  pounds  of  tobacco  were  harvested  in 
Argentina  in  1941  from  an  area  of  43,450  acres,  according  to.  information 
appearing  in  Bcletin  Taba.calero.     These  figures  represent  a  decrease  of 
2,5  percent  in  production  and  13.6  percent  in  harvested  area*  as  compared 
with  1940;  nevertheless  the  1941  harvest  was  in  excess  of  -  normal. 

•  -        The  policy  of  producing  foreign  types  of  tobscco. to  serve  as 
substitutes  for  imported  leaf  prevails  in  Argentina,  and  thus  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  crop.     Several  years  ago  jirgentine  tobacco  promotion 
consisted  almost  exclusively  of  -  native  air*  rured  and  sun-cured  types. 
%ile  these  types  still  constitute  the  bulk  of  the  output,  f  ir?  ~:ued, 
flue-cured,  Maryland,  and  "burley  have  been  introduced  f  rom  the  United 
States,  and  cigar  types  from  Brazil  'and  Cuba.    Fro  auction  of  pil  -foreign 
types  has  averaged  about  13  percent  of  the  total  crop  for  the  past  .3  years; 
and  production  of  the'  United  States  types  about  6  percent  of  the  total-.  Of 
the  United  States  types  only  the'  Virginia-seed  varieties  (most  of  wirich  are 
flue-cured)  seem  definitely  on  the  increase.     It  has  been  possible  "co  se- 
cure fairly  good  color  in  flue-cured  types  produced  in  Argentina,  but  the 
aroma  and  flavor  do  not  compare  well  with  that  of  imported  flue-cured.  . 
Argentine  flue-cured,  harvest  of  which  was  more  than  1.5  million  pounds 
last  year,  grows  principally  in  the  Provinces  of  Salta  and  Tucuman..

The  Argentine  tobacco  industry  as  a  whole  is  expecting  to  benefit 
from  the  National  Tobacco  Institute-  of  Argentina,  which  began  to  function 
officially  as  of  January  1,  1942.     The  Institute  is  a  dependency  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture.     It  is  charged  with  the  functions  of  shaping  and 
controlling  the  national  policy  with  regard  to  encouraging  and  improving 
Argentine  tobacco  cultivation,  and  with  the  industrialization  and 
commercialization  of  tobacco  products. 

The  Institute  will  be  directed  by  a  Council  composed  of  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture;  the  Director  of  Supply,  Industry,  and  Commerce;   two  repre- 
sentatives designated  by  the  Ministry  of  Interior;  representatives  of  the 
producers  in  the  important  tobacco-raising  regions  of  Misiones,  Corrientes, 
and  the  Northwest;  and  tobacco  dealers  and  manufacturers.     It  will  have 
at  its  disposal  the  funds  of  the  Servicio  Tabacalero  and  the  assessment 
made  for  the  sanitary  inspection  of  tobacco  importations  and  exportations 
(as  heretofore  provided  by  law).     No  importations  will  be  permitted  to 
leave  the  Customs  without  certification  that  this  assessment  has  been 
deposited.

CUBA  GHAUTS  HE  GHEE  LOCAL  PRICES 

FOR  CATTLE  AND  BEEF  TO.  STEM  EXPORTS  .   .  . 

High  cattle  and  "beef  prices  in  the  United  States  and  other  countries 
have  resulted  in  a(crisis  in  the  Cud  an  cattle  industry,  which  resulted  in  the 
promulgation  of  a:,new  governmental  Decree  No.  360,  published  in  the  official 
Gazette,  Number  93,  February  13,  1942.    The  decree  provides  for  higher 
prices  for  "beef  when  marketed  on  the  Cuban  market  and  restricts  exports  of 
cattle  and  fresh  "beef  in  order  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  meatless  days 
recently  experienced  throughout  the  metropolitan  area  of  Habana. 

Cuban  exporters  have  been  able  to  dispose  of  increasingly  important 
quantities  of  "beef  in  foreign  markets  at  prices  well  above  those  officially 
established  for  beef  for  home  consumption.     The  benefits  of  these  higher 
nrices,  however,  have  not  been  fully  passed  on  to  the  Cuban  cattle  owners. 
One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  new  order  is  a  more  equitable  return  to 
cattle  owners.    They  will' be  paid  the  same  price  per  pound  for  their  animals, 
regardless  of  whether  the,  beef  is  for  domestic  or  foreign  consumption.  In 
the  case  of  animals  killed  for  the  export  trade,  however,  the  owner  must  be 
paid  an  additional  sum  (by  the  exporter)  in  accordance  with  the  yield  of 
dressed  beef  obtained  from  each  animal,  taking,  into  consideration  a  rate  of 
yield  considered  fixed  at  52  percent  in  the  case  of  animals  killed  for  the 
domestic  beef  trade.    A  higher  dressed-beef  yield  is  obtained  by  slaughter 
houses  from  animals  killed  for  the  export  trade. 

In  order  that  beef  exports  may  not  grow  to  such  proportions  as  to 
jeopardize  the  supply  for  Cuban  consumption  or  create  a  shortage  of  animals 
for  breeding  purposes,  it  is  stipulated  in  the  Decree  that  every  exporter  of 
beef  must  slaughter  at  least  an  equivalent  number  of  animals  for  the  Habana 
market  on  the  same  date  on  which  the  export  slaughter  takes  place,  and  the 
export  of  beef  or  of  cattle  on  the  hoof  is  limited  to  not  more  than  24 
percent  of  total  Cuban  consumption  of  that  product. 

A  Decree,  Number  334,  dated  February  12,  prohibited  the  export  of 
female  calves,  heifers,  and  cows  on  the  hoof  except  when  specifically 
authorized  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.    This  latter  action  was  taken  to 
prevent  large  shipments  of  Cuban  cattle  on  the  hoof  such  as  have  taken 
place  during  recent  months  to  Panama  and  other  nearby  countries  for  other 
than  breeding  purposes. 

On  February  14,  when  the  provisions  .of  Decree  Number  360  became 
effective,  the  maximum  official  price  for  beef  cattle  on  the  hoof  (live 
weight)  was  increased  to  3.8  cents  per  pound  from  3.2  cents,  based  upon 
delivery  in  the  Province  of  Camaguey,  the  minimum  price  of  3  cents  per 
pound  remaining  unchanged.    At  the  same  time  the  price  of  dressed  beef  to 
retailers  was  raised  to  (16  cents  per  kilogram  (7.26  cents  per  pound)  with 
a  corresponding  increase  to  the  public.    These  increases  were  primarily 
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granted  as  a  result  of  increased  costs  of  production  and  adjustments  made 
in  the  wholesale  and  retail  prices  in  order  to  distribute  the  "benefits 
equally  "between  cattle  raisers,  middle-men,  and  the  consuming  public. 

Although  Cuban  cattle  numbers,  estimated  at  5,000,000  head,  are 
relatively  small  when  compared  with  those  of  other  Western  Hemisphere 
countries,  the  exportable  surplus  of  beef  was  large  in  1941.     Cuban  beef 
imports  into  the  United  States  reached  24  million  pounds  for  the  first  9 
months  of  1941  against  5  million  a  year  earlier. 


BEAZIL  SELLS  LARGE  QUANTITY  OF. 
CANNED  BEEF  TO  UNITED  KINGDOM  ,  .  , 

Brazil  has  just  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  largest  contract  for 
the  export;  of  canned  beef  in  the  history  of  the  industry  at  a  price  26 
percent  above  those  ruling  in  earlier  transactions.    The  Brazilian  delegate 
to  the  International  Meat  Conference  in  London  made  an  offer  of  152  million 
pounds  of :canned  beef  to  the  British  Pood  Ministry,  which  was  accepted. 

Canned  beef  exports  from  Brazil  in  1941  totaled  163  million  pounds, 
84  percent  of  which  was  shipped-  to.  the  United  Kingdom  and  16  percent  to 
the  United  .States.    The  United  Kingdom  has  long  been  Brazil's  chief  market 
for  exports  of  frozen  beef,  but  d-t  is  only  recently  (1940)  that  the  United 
Kingdom  has  taken  first  place  as  a  market  for  Brazilian  canned  beef,  thus 
changing  .-places  with  the  United- States,  which  formerly  was  Brazil's  best 
customer  for  meat  exported  in  that  form.  *'"■  ■ 

The.  prices  agreed  upon  by  the  Brazilian  delegate  with  the  British 
Ministry  of  Food  are  considerably  higher  than  in  1941,    The  new  price  for 
12  cans  :of  12  ounces  each,  first  quality,  is  7s, 4d.  (#1.48),  or  16  cents 
per  pound,  whereas  the  price  for  12  cans  of  6  pounds  each,  first  quality, 
is  53s. 9d,  ($10,84),  or  15  cents  per  pound. 


UNITED  KINGDOM  RAISES 

PRICE  OF  SLAUGHTER  HOGS  ,  .  ,

JULY-DECEMBER  1941  - 

Summary  of  Trade  in  1941 

Preliminary  trade  data  for  1941  are  now  available.    In  the 
tables  below  the  values  of  exports  and  imports  in  1941  are  summarized 
and  compared  with  those  in  1940,  while  the  quantity  indexes  for  the 
main  commodity  groups  also  are  shown  for  these  2  years. 

Foreign  trade  in  farm  products  in  both  1940  and  1941  was  subject 
to  sharp  fluctuations.     Exports  were  relatively  good  in  the  first  half 
of  1940,  due  chiefly  to  cotton,  but-  fell  to  extremely  low  levels  in  the 
later  months  with  the  collapse  of  the  foreign  market  not  only  for  cotton 
but  also  for  other  agricultural  products.    In  the  first  part  of  1941  this 
situation  continued,  but  in  the  later  months  the  steep  rise  occurred 
which  brought  the  total  for  the  year  29  percent  above  the  total  for  1940. 
For  this  improvement  in  the  agricultural  export  situation,  however, 
cotton  was  not  responsible.    On  the  contrary,  in  spite  of  somewhat  higher 
exports  in  the  later  months,  no  revival  occurred  during  the  year  to 
bring  cotton  exports  out  of  their  doldrums,  and  ihey  ended  the  year  61 
percent  (in  value)  below  the  level  of  the  previous  year.    It  was  other 
farm  commodities  that  combined  to  raise  the  total  in  1941  to  a  level 
only  7  percent  below  the  average  value  for  the  preceding  10  years.

It  is  of  striking  interest  to  note  that  the  quantity  index  of 
agricultural  exports  in  1941  actually  declined  4  points  -  indicating  a 
drop  of  approximately  10  percent,  in  spite  of  the  rise  of  nearly  30  per- 
cent in  value.    This  was  due  to  a  combination  of  factors,  but  principally 
to  the  influence  of  cotton,  which  in  spite  of  its  decline  was  still  an 


important  item  in  the  export  traiei    The  decline  in  bales  of  cotton 
exported  was  counteracted  by  a  steep  rise  in  price*  so  that  the  value  of 
cotton  exports  fell  much  less  sharply  than  the  quantity;    This  was  true 
also  of  other  commodities,  the  rise  in  the  index  indicating  an  increase 
in  quantities  exported  of  56  percent,  and  the  increase  in  value  being 
equal  to  93  percent.

Imports  in  1941  of  supplementary  farm  products  also  increased 
more  in  value  than  in  quantity  by  comparison  with  1940.     Since  dutiable 
wool  imports  were  one-tenth  of  the  total  in  1940  and  one-fifth  of  the 
much  larger  total  in  1941,  they  effected  a  large  part  of  the  increase  in 
value  of  supplementary  imports.    Altogether  this  group  of  imports  in- 
creased 45  percent,  although  the  commodities  other  than  wool  rose  only 
28  percent. 

The  general  similarity  of  the  increase  in  1941  in  farm  and  non- 
farm  commodities  entering  into  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States  is 
interesting  to  note.    It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  nonagri cul- 
tural exports  had  already  risen  38  percent  in  1940,  when  agricultural  ex- 
ports fell  26  percent,  .so  that  by  comparison  with  1939,  nonfarm  exports 
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in  1941  rose  75  percent,  and  farm  exports  only  2  percent*    Imports  of 
nonfarm  products  rose  34  percent  over  1939,  and  those  of  supplementary 
farm  products  other  than  dutiable  wool,  25  percent.    Over  five  times  as 
much  dutiable  wool  was  imported  in  1941  as  in  1939. 

Trade  in  July-December  1941 

The  rocketing  of  certain  food  exports  in  the  last  6  months  of 
1941  contrasts  sharply  with  the  figures  for  the  corresponding  period 
in  1940,  when  markets  had  largely  disappeared  and  exports  of  many  farm 
products  were  virtually  at  a  standstill.    It  is  the  fact  that  these  two 
periods  represent  to  date  the  extremes  of  the  farm  export  situation, 
that  gives  the  percentage  increases  in  value  such  startling  proportions. 
(See  table  on  page  270.)    By  comparison  with  1939,  even  though  a  con- 
siderable depression  in  exports  other  than  cotton  was  already  apparent, 
the  figures  for  1941  appear  much  modified.    Fruit  exports  rose  244 
percent  above  the  1940  level,  but  were  26  percent  below  1939.    Pork  and 
lard  rose  897  percent  over  1940,  against  286  percent  by  comparison  with 
1939.    Tobacco  rose  156  percent  over  1940,  but  only  14  percent  over 
1939. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  shift  in  the  composition  of  exports 
between  1939  and  1941.    In  the  July-December  period  in  1939,  cotton, 
fruits,  tobacco,  and  grains  constituted  76  percent  of  the  total;  dairy, 
pork,  and  all  other  products  formed  the  remaining  24  percent.    In  1941, 
however,  the  first  group  was  reduced  to  37  percent,  while  the  second 
constituted  63  percent  of  total  farm  exports.    In  this  are  reflected,  of 
course,  the  war  requirements  of  the  Allies,  principally  of  Great  Britain, 
which  have  been  shaped  largely  by  the  need  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  apply 
its  industries  to  war  production  and  to  conserve  exchange  for  the  most 
urgently,  needed  materials,  and  by  the  shortage  of  shipping  and  the 
consequent  necessity  for  conserving  space  for  essentials. 

Supplementary  farm  imports  in  the  July-December  period  were  64 
percent  higher  in  value  than  a  year  ago.,  while  the  quantity  index  rose 
42  points,  or  the  equivalent  of  some  50  percent.    It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  while  here,  as  in  the  case  of  exports,  value  has  increased 
more  than  quantity,  the  difference  is  much  less,  indicating  that  prices 
on  the  world  market  have,  in  general,  risen  less  than  domestic  prices. 

Numerous  commodities  originating  in  the  Far  East  appear  to  have 
entered  the  country  in  considerably  larger  quantity  in  December  than  in 
the  earlier  months  of  the  fiscal  year.    Tung  oil  and  coconut  oil  were 
notable.    Others  were  on  the  decline,  among  them  silk  and  tea.    A  steady 
volume  of  rubber  was  reflected  in  the  December  figures.    Thus,  apparently 
in  spite  of  the  shipping  difficulties  in  the  Pacific,  considerable 
success  was  achieved  in  December  in  keeping  open  the  channels  of  trade. 
The  record  of  coming  months  will  provide  interesting  comparisons.
